{Scholars Studying Old. Isaiah 
|| Text Find Basic Message the Same 


CHICAGO. Nov. 17 (UP)—Schol- 
ars have found “hundreds of dif- 
ferences” between the wording of 


the 2000-year-old Book of Isaiah 
found in the Holy Land and the 
text of the King James version of 
the Bible, Dr. John C. Trever said 
| today. 

However, one of the most signif- 
icant findings, he said, is that “the 
basic message of the old writings 
has come down to us virtually in- 
tact.” 

Trever, head of the Bible depart- 
ment of the International Council 
on Religious Education, said that 
scholars of several countries have 
confirmed the authenticity of the 
scrolls beyond any doubt. 

They hope to publish a transla- 
tion of the old Isaiah text next 
April along with the text of the 
Book of Lamech believed to reveal 
details of the early life of Noah. 
The books were found in a Holy 
Land cave by a goat-herd boy 
early in 1947. : : 

The Isaiah text has clarified

the meaning of many passages of 


the Isaiah that we know today, 
Trever said. He is working on the 
translations along with other lead- 
ing scholars. 

They have found only words 
and phrases changed in the old 
version, nothing that changed the 
basic sense of the Scriptures.

of meaning in certain passages, 
Trever reported. 

In one place, in an oracle 
against the Israelites, the prophet 
Isaiah predicts that “all the people 
will tremble.” 

In the version that has been 
handed down to us, the prediction 
(in Chapter 9, Verse 9) reads only 
“all the people will know,” a mean- 
ingless wording in that connec- 
tion except as interpreted by 
scholars, Trever said. 

A similar instance was found in 
Chapter 9, Verse 17, now known 
to read correctly “The Lord will 
have no pity on their young men.”

Saitarium., 


$400,000 item for the hospital for 
repairs, additions, and improve- 
ments be cut to $200,000. It rec- 
ommended elimination of items 
providing $120,000 for-housing for 
staff physicians and $400,000 for 
construction and equipment of a 
laundry building for the hospital. 
If the amendments are adopted the 
appropriation for such purposes 
for the hospital will total only 
$200,000. 

Aother proposed amedment 
‘would reduce a House-approved 
appropriation of $300,000 for the 
St. Louis Training School, for re- 
pairs, additions and improvements, 
to $100,000. 

Building Bill Slashed. 

A. total of $10,936,116 was 
trimmed by the Senate committee 
from the two pending appropria- 
tion bills, which carried a total of 
$27,278,945 in the form in which 
they were passed by the House. 
One is a building bill for state 
hospitals, colleges and other insti- 
tutions and the other is the so- 
called omnibus or miscellaneous 
appropriation bill for some of the 
State departments. 

The principal slash was a reduc- 
tion from $8,000,000 to $2,500,000 
in a proposed additional appropri- 
ation from state general revenue 
for state aid to public schools in 
the 1949-1951 biennial period. 

The committee recommended an 
amendment to take the $2,500,000 
from the postwar reserve fund in- 
stead of general revenue. This 
item would be in addition to the 
lone-third of all general revenue 
receipts now set aside for the 
public schools by law. The one- 
third for the 1949-1951 biennial 
period has been estimated at $65,- 
730,000. 

Virtually all appropriations voted 
by the House for new buildings 
for the state educational institu- 
tions, and for repairs and addi- 
tions, were cut by the Senate com- 
mittee.

‘Baruch takes particular ‘satisfac-

Other Contributions. 

Although he says nothing about 
it, Baruch was known to have 
‘supported his committee every 
year beyond its original grant in 
1942.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—Eric 
Johnston sees no chance of re- 
versing the trend toward bigness 
in America and thinks a major 
problem for the future will -be 
holding the balance between vari- 
ous elements of the economy. 
Johnston, president of the Mo- 
tion Picture Association of Ameri- 
ca and for four terms president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, is generally thought 
of as representative of “enlight- 
ened capitalism.” 

“Inevitable Trend.” 

Testifying yesterday before a 
House subcommittee studying mo- 
nopoly he said: 
“In the years ahead, in my 
opinion, the inevitable trend will be 
toward bi-ger business, bigger 
government, bigger labor, bigger 
agriculture. This big country is 
getting bigger all the time.

Ching, Fed- 
eral Mediation Service chief, re- 
ported to the White House there 
seemed to be little use in his try- 


“This involves a big job for all 
of us. These big elements must 
be kept in balance, so that in our 
economic life we shali maintain 
fair dealing in all areas and ef- 
ficiency, opportunity and competi- 
tion in all areas. This is the test. 
Bigness in itself is not.” 

Like other witnesses who have 
appeared before the committee 
Johnston said the standard to use 
in appraising the economic and 
social value of an industrial unit 
was whether it is promoting fair 
competition and efficiency. Size 
is not important, he said, hold- 
ing that “the smaller concern can 
always compete with the larger 
provided the door of opportunity 
is left open.” 


Risk Capital Incentive. 


To get small business out of its 
present “stalemate,” a_ situation 
in which risk capital is hard to 
get, Johnston proposed a system 
of graduated incentive taxes to 
enable the small business man to 
put a substantial portion of his 
profits back into business expan- 
sion. 

He also suggested that the Fed- 
eral Reserve System be author- 


ing further to get Lewis and the 
operators to agree on a compro- 
mise. 

Without specifying amounts, 
Lewis has asked for more wages 
and shorter hours for miners. He 
also wants a boost in the present 
20-cents-a-ton royalty on coal pro- 
duction which goes to finance his 
United Mine Workers welfare 
fund. The fund pays for miners’ 
pensions and insurance benefits. 

Coal operators have refused to 
boost their labor costs. They have 
offered to renew their old miners’ 
contract. It expired last July, 
but the operators are demanding 
some contract pledge against fre- 
quent strikes and, also, safeguards 
on welfare fund spending. 


Truce Expires Nov. 38. 

Lewis called off a 52-day strike 
last week. But his truce expires 
at midnight Nov. 30, and he has 
broadly hinted the walkout will be 
renewed then if his demands are 
not granted. 

Lewis might turn down any pro- 
‘posal for a fact-finding board. 
But Truman mey suggest such a 


board anyway, because one was 
established for the steel pension 
dispute for CIO leader Philip 
Murray. 

If Lewis fails to agree to co- 
operate with a special board out- 
side the Taft-Hartley law, a quick 
resort to Taft-Hartley procedures 
was expected. Preliminaries which 
are required under the law before 
a court injunction can be obtained 
require fast action if a new strike 
is to be blocked.

ized, in a sharing partnership with 
private banks, to make long-term 
loans to business, especially small 
business.

Business Men “Afraid.” 


“The business men who should 
be running these companies are 
almost afraid to move for fear 
they may, without mtent, violate 
the law.

“Business men should have some 
place in government to which they 
could go to find out what the rules 
are, There’s no such place today. 
Then there would be no doubt 
about playing fairly within the 
rules. Perhaps the way to do this 
would be to give legal sanction to 
the trade practice conference un- 
der the auspices of the Federal 
Trade Commission.” 

Johnston added he certainly did 
not mean he wanted a set of codes 
similar to those established under 
the old National Recovery Admin- 
istration but he thought business 
men ought to be able to find out 
whether a contemplated’ step 
would violate the anti-trust laws. 
Chairman Emanuel Celler (Dem.), 
New York, of the committee, 
pointed out business men could dis- 
cuss their problems with the De- 
partment of Justice, the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission. 

It is true they can discuss their 
problems. Johnston acknowledged,

Movies’ Effect Abroad. 


Johnston devoted a considerable 
part of his testimony to his ex- 
periences in connection with the 
exhibition of American motion 
picture in foreign theaters. He 
is the president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Export Association, which 
handles the export of American 
films under a system freed of pos- 
sible anti-trust charges by the 
Webb-Pomerene Act. 

He said the association pre 
vents films judged inimical to 
American interests from being ex- 
hibited in so-called iron curtain 
countries, but he added that he 
would be more than willing to show 
any picture, even the worst, be- 
cause any American film gives the 
foreign viewer a certain feeling of 
American freedom. 

For expample, he said, the pic- 
ture, “The Grapes of Wrath,” tak- 
en from John Steinbeck’s story of 
itinerant agricultural workers, 
was shown in Belgrade not Jong 
ago. What impressed the view- 
ers, Johnston said, was not the 
shabby labor camps nor the beat- 
ings of laborers, but the fact that 
at the end of the story the work- 
ers drove away in their own “jae 
lopies.” 

Johnston said he attended the 
showing recently of an American 
film in Warsaw. The audience 
was made up of specially-invited 
groups of trade-union members. 
One of the scenes was that of an 
American factory, with an accom- 
panying parking lot full of auto- 
mobiles. Johnston said a govern- 
ment officer berated him for put- 
ting such propaganda in his 
films, that it was impossible any 
group of workers could have such 
machines. 


Shoes, Not Blows. 


A very old newsreel of a pack- 
inghouse strike in Chicago was 
shown recently in Moscow, he 
went on. One scene showed a po- 
liceman beating a Negro over the 
head with a club until he fel] un- 
conscious. This made no impres- 
sion on the Russians, Johnston 
said he was told; the audience was 
impressed with the Negro’s stout 
leather shoes. 

The export association has made 
deals with state monopolies in 
‘Poland, Yugoslavia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Hungary, Bulgaria and* Ru- 
mania, Johnston said. He added 
that individual motion picture com- 
panies are operating on their own

the withdrawal from 
those countries of the export asso- 
ciation. 

He said in his opinion the 
American motion picture is vir- 
tually the only contact between 
the Democratic world and the “im- 
prisoned world behind the iron 
curtain.” 


Kaiser-Frazer Case Mentioned. 


A spokesman for the Securities 
and Exchange Commission replied 
at yesterday’s hearing to Cyrus 
Eaton’s charge that the SEC and 
Wall Street were in an “unholy al- 
liance” to corner investment fi- 
nancing. 

Louis Loss, associate counse! for 
SEC, told the committee: 

“Mr. Eaton never had anything 
bad to say against the SEC until 
SEC raised the question that Otis 
& Co. may have tried to violate 
anti-fraud registration provision in 
connection with the Kaiser-Frazer 
abortive stock underwriting.” 

Eaton, Cleveland financier, is 
the largest stockholder in Otis & 
Co. His criticism of the SEC was 
made last week before the sub- 
committee. 

Otis & Co. was one of the under- 
writers for a proposed Kaiser-Fra- 
zer offering of $900,000 in automo- 
bile stock. The Otis firm withdrew 
from the venture and an SEC in- 
quiry resulted. 

Loss told the committee yester- 
day that SEC planned to open a 
new investigation in January to 
determine if Otis & Co. inspired “a 
collusive law suit” to invalidate 
its underwriting contract with 
Kaiser-Frazer. 


WEST TENSIONS 


But He Makes Same Old 
Attacks in U.N., Gives 
No Sign Russia Will 
Modify Policy. - 


; 

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 17 
(AP) — United Nations delegates 
were trying to figure out today 
whether Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky has offered 
to ease East-West tensions. 


The evidence before them was 
not too clear. Vishinsky made a 
speech yesterday before the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s 59-nation political 
committee that could be viewed in 
two lights. 


He made his usual attack on the 
North Atlantic Treaty and the 
western proposal for atomic con- 
trol. He shouted once again the 
Soviet charge that “reactionary 
circles” in’ the United States and 
Britain are fomenting a new war, 
a charge which Western spokes- 
men term a deliberate falsehood. 

Between his denunciations of 
the West, Vishinsky slipped in 
what appeared to be a few softer 
passages. 


“It is possible to find a common 
ground for co-operation,” he said, 
despite the fact that the opposing 
sides represent the rival worlds of 
capitalism and Marxism. Vishin- 
sky did not explain how this goal 
could be reached. 


He ridiculed any idea that the 
Soviet Union would want to bamb 
the British Isles, and said “there 
can be no thaught” of an attack 
on the United States. Then he re- 
turned to his verbal attacks on the 
West. 

The United States, Vishinsky 
declared, “is in the throes of one 
dream—one idea—which is world 
domination.” He said other capi- 
talist countries have had that am- 
bition and all have failed, adding: 

“What has happened to the 
British lion? . . She (Britain) 
is being transformed into a 
colony.” 

The first reaction of western 
delegates was that Vishinsky was 
throwing out a glimmer of hope— 
for what purpose the West was 
not sure. But it will take more 
than a faint hope, observers said, 
to bring about any East-West un- 
iderstanding. It was pointed out 
| that Vishinsky had given no sign 
of a modification of basic Soviet 
policy. 

A member of the British dele- 
gation, who sat beside Vishinsky 
in the committee room, said the 
Russian did not appear to do quite 
as much table-thumping yesterday 
as he had in earlier speeches be- 
fore the committee. 

The committee continued debate 
today on rival Soviet and Ameri- 
can-British proposals for promot- 
ing world peace. The Russians 
have asked for a non-agerression 
pact among the five major powers. 
The American-British plan is based 
on a reaffirmation of the U.N 
Charter’s principles for peace. 

Before Vishinsky spoke, Britain's 
Hector McNeil called on the Soviet 
Union to open its doors so that 
its people and Government could 
see what the rest of the world is 
doing. McNeil said: 

“Let him (Vishinsky) go back 


worst days of Hitlerism there 
never was such a world coalition 
of opinion ranged against Germany 
as there is mustered against Rus- 
sia today.” 

Vishinsky said in reply that the 
British Foreign Office and the 
British Broadcasting Corp. had 
tried to plant spies in Soviet ter- 
ritory. He added, “To this crowd 
we shall not open our doors or 
windows or even one pane.”

Blast Would Prevent 
Functioning as Seat of 
Government.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
A single, well-placed atom bomb 
could finish off Washington as a 
useful seat of government, experts 
believe. Every building within a 
half-mile radius of a bomb burst 
would be damaged and made tn- 
usable. Firest would sweep an 
area of many square miles. 

This picture of what might hap- 
pen is drawn in a report by the 
staff of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. It is the first Govern- 
ment study of the probable ef- 
fects of an atom bomb explosion 
over an American city. 

A possible answer, the report 
says, would be the creation of an 
adequate radar warfing system 
and bomb-proof shelters. That 
would help keep down casualties. 
To minimize destruction, the re- 
port suggests dispersing gévern- 
ment buildings within the city 
and its outskirts. It advises 
spreading departments at least 
two miles apart.

ANKARA, Nov. 17 (AP)—Tur- 
key’s Government announced last 
night three opposition politicians 
had been jailed on charges of 
plotting to assassinate 65-year-old 
President Ismet Inonu. 

The plotters also had planned to 
murder the leader of the pro- 
government Democratic party, 
Celal Bayar, informants said. 

Those arrested were Osman 
Bolukbasi and Fuat Arna, both 
members of the Nation’s party 
executive committee, and Nuri 
Leblep, chairman of the party's or- 
ganization in Istanbul. 

The Government communique 
also named a member of Parlia- 
ment, Sadik Aldogan, as a mem- 
ber of the plot. Aldogan, a re- 
tired army general, was not ar- 
rested because he enjoys parlia- 
mentary immunity, the announce- 
ment said. 

The prosecutor’s office said the 
conspirators planned to kill Inonu 
and Bayar, then overthrow the 
Council of Ministers on publica- 
tion of a declaration to be signed 
by Marshal Fevzi Chakmak. Chak- 
mak is one of Turkey’s revolu- 
tionary heroes who, though listed 
as an independent, has supported 
the opposition party. 

Inonu has served three straight 
terms as President. He was elect- 
ed first in 1938, succeeding the

2000 at E.St. Louis Plant In- 
cluded in Contracts With 
AFL Union. 


About 2000 employes of the 
Aluminum Ore Co. plant, 3300 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis, 
will receive benefits of the com- 
pany-financed pension and insur- 
ance plan which.was accepted yes- 
terday by the AFL International 
Council of Aluminum Workers at 
Louisville, Ky. 

Edward R. Stahl, president of 


the union, said 10,000 AFL work- 


ers would be covered by the 
signed contract. Other plants rep- 
resented by his union are at 
Massena, N.Y., Chillicothe, O., 
Cressona, Pa., Lafayette, Ind., and 
Vancouver, Wash. — 

More than 16,000 Aluminum Ore 
Co, employes, members of the CIO 
United Steel Workers, are on 
strike in nine other plants in sup- 
port of demands for pensions and 
insurance programs. They-turned 
down a proposal similar to that 
accepted by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

‘Stahl said the settlement pro- 
vided a minimum pension of $100 
a month for 25 years’ service, pay- 
able at age 65; a minimum pay- 
ment of $50 monthly for disability 
after 25 years of service at age 55; 
a $2000 life insurance policy for 
each employe and paid-up bene- 
fits totaling $1500 after retire- 
ment; hospital benefits of $8.50 a

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan last night set potato 
price supports for next year at. 
about 96 cents a bushel, or 60 per 
cent of parity—lowest level pos- 
sible under present law. 


At the same time, he appealed to 
growers to cut production by 52,- 
000,000 bushels to avoid “wasteful 
surpluses.” He hinted that the 
present farm law will be to blame | 
if more potatoes are grown than | 
can be marketed. Brannan has | 
said that his controversial new. 
farm plan would prevent such a 
situation. | 

Brannan said that, although po- | Be 
tato price supports will be held at | 
60 per cent of parity, the same as . 
this year, the dollar-and-cents sup- | 
port figure will be lower because 
of changes in “parity.” 

Parity is the price which would 
give growers the same purchasing 
power they enjoyed in a previous 
base period—1919-1928 in the case 
of potatoes. 

A support price of 96 cents a 
bushel in 1950 means farmers must 
take a drop of 12 cents a bushel 
from this year’s average support 
price. 

The Government already has 
spent about $11,000,000 buying up 
1949 potatoes and expectsghe final | 
cost of this year’s program to | 
reach $60,000,000. Supports for 
potatoes during the three previous 
years cost $369,000,000, but farm 
law then set the support price at 
90 per-cent of parity. 

Brannan reduced 1950 planting 
allotments for commercial potato 
growers by about 7 per cent. Com- 
mercial growers provide consid- 
erably more than half of the na- 
tion’s total potato supply. 


3 FRENCH SOLDIERS HELD 
IN BRITON’S DEATH IN PARIS 


PARIS, Nov. 17 (AP) — Three 
young French soldiers were ar- 
rested today for the murder of 
Edward de Muralt, London busi- 
ness man. 

Police said they had confessed, 
and that the soldiers had in their 
possession jewels stolen from the 
41-year-old Australian-born repre- 
sentative of the British Federation 
of Industries. De Muralt was 
found dead in his automobile on 
a Paris street Tuesday. 

Police identified the _ soldiers 
as Jean Goisot, 18 years old; Jean 
Lantiez, 19, and Andre Faury, 22. 
Detectives had traced De Muralt’s 
movements through the Paris 
night club area up to one hour 
before his death. He was last seen 
in a bar, not far from where he 
was found dead, with three young

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP)— 
The Govérnment today offered to 
let consumers have some of the 
100,000,000 pounds of butter in its 
price support hoard. 

As a starter, it hung a “for sale” 
sign on 1,089,069 pounds stored in 
Minneapolis and Chicago ware- 
houses, but it kept its selling price 
a deep secret. 

The Agriculture Department told 
butter dealers to make the Gov- 
ernment an offer and they’ll find 
out what the selling price is.

Sheriff Melvin Moore 
described him as “a mental de- 
fective.” He moved recently to

Thanksgiving Plenty— 
Meat Buys.

Want to really splurge for 
Thanksgiving and still not suffer 
a twinge of conscience every time 
you think of your budget? Then 


plan ae special 
economy drive 
this week. Fin- 
anciers use im- 
pressive phrases 
such as “balanc- 
ing the budget” 
and “long range 
planning,” it all 
adds up to 
skimping a little 
now so that you 
can feast later. 
By giving some 
thought to the matter you can 
stick to strictly economy dishes 
and still keep your family happy. 
In fact, they needn’t even realize 
what is going on. 

Since government agencies tell 
us that nearly a fourth of every 
food dollar goes for meat, that 
would seem a logical place to 
start our campaign. First of all, 
make a special effort t» cut down 
this week’s purchases by using 
every bit of left-over food. But 
don’t, please don’t just serve those 
icebox scraps “as is.” Dress them 
up a little. Combine bits of meat 
or fish with bread crumbs, onions, 
cheese or tomatoes, moisten with 
gravy and serve as fillings for 
peppers, tomatoes, onions or pota- 
toes. Or add the small pieces of 
meat to waffle batter and serve 
with gravy or your favorite sauce. 
Filled pancakes are considered 
pretty fancy—actually they can 
be another way of utilizing left- 
overs. And, of course, casseroles 
or scallops are wonderful ways of 
extending a little meat to make 
a main dish. 


Incidentally, do you know the 
distinction between a casserole 
and a scallop? Most women think 
of anything baked in a casserole 
dish as “a casserole.” A casserole 
is actually a mixture of meat, 
poultry, fish or eggs combined 
with a savory sauce and rice, 
noodles or other cereals; a scallop 
is meat, poultry, fish or eggs and 
a well-seasoned white sauce ar- 
ranged in alternate layers, topped 
with bread crumbs. Either one 
will serve your purpose. Nor 
should you overlook the possibili- 
ties of a meat pie. Let your family 
open the door, whiff the aroma of 
a meat pie just coming out of the 
oven, and they will never suspect 
that you are economizing. 


We realize, of course, that you 


can’t depend entirely upon left- 
overs and that some meat pur- 


chases are inevitable. Just forget’ le 


all about those tempting 

and steaks and consider the more 
lowly meats. They can be turned 
into delicious dishes and present 
a challenge to your ingenuity and 
your ability as a real cook. 


There is, for instance, chipped 
beef. This may not seem like a 
very economical buy, but it is 
from a serving angle since it can 
be stretched to go so far. Add it 
to scrambled eggs, serve with a 
good tomato sauce. Or serve it in 
a creole sauce, poured over corn 
bread. It can even be uSed for one 
of those casseroles we were just 
talking about. 

Then there is that good old 
atandby, ground meat.

Appropriations of $2,256,229 
in Proposed Budget $276,503 
Less Than Sought. 


An estimated deficit of $316,429 
in the general operating fund of 
St. Louis county at the end of 
1950 was forecast in a proposed 
budget for the coming year filed 
today with the county court by 
Budget Officer Clarence H. Hack- 


mann. 

Hackmann pointed out in a let- 
ter accompanying the proposed 
budget that the total appropria- 
tions recommended by him, $2,- 
256,229, was $276,503 less than had 
been requested by the various de- 
partments of the <ounty govern- 
ment. Even with this reduction, 
he said, he was unable to meet the 
demands on the general fund “and 
make any substantial reduction 
in the deficit for the current 
year,” which he estimated will 
total ‘$388,000. 

Estimated revenue for general 
purposes next year was set at $2,- 
327,800 in the proposed budget. 
This year’s revenue was estimated 
at $2,203,369. 

“All appropriations were set as 
close to present day necessary op- 
erations as possible,” Hackmann 
reported, “with all salaries re- 
maining as they now exist.”

Nov, 17 (AP)—Pope Pius XII told 
a group of American Senators to- 
day fear of war will remain so 
long as a single member of the 
family of nations “uses sheer force 
to reduce its citizens to a condi- 
tion of chattels.” 

The Pope mentioned no country 
by name, but apparently he re- 
ferred to the Communist govern- 
ments of Eastern Europe. 

The Pope addressed members of 
a United States armed services 
subcommittee headed by Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, and 
including Senators Chavez (Dem.), 
New Mexico; Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina; Robertson (Dem.), 
Virginia; Stennis (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi; Thye (Rep.), Minnesota, 
and McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas. 
The Senators, their wives and 
their aids drove to the Pope’s 
summer palace from Rome, Later 
the group, which arrived yester- 
day from Athens, was to confer 
with Italian Government leaders. 
They leave Saturday for Madrid. 
The Pope pleaded for protec 
tion by law of the world’s peo 
ple. He urged a wise law backed 
by a “reasonable force,” with the 
function to “protect and defend 
the rights given to man by God 
and just law, not to whittle them 
down and crush them.” 

“We are pleased to note,” the 
Pope said, “that the lawgiver and 
the soldier move in friendly com- 
panionship.” This, he said, is “as 
it should be,” since law, however 
Wise, could “hardly hope to pre- 
vail unless it has the backing of a 
reasonable force.”

ASSAILS ‘SOMETHING 


Gwilym A. Price Tells Bank- 
ers Centralized Planning 
Brings Chaos. 


The greatest fallacy of the age 
is 
eomething for nothing, especially 
security, Gwilym A. Price, presi- 
dent of Westinghouse Electric 
Corp., said here last night. He 
spoke at the third annua! confer- 
ence of correspondent banks of 
First National Bank of St. Louis 
at Hotel Jefferson. — 


“It has been pretty thoroughly 
demonstrated that centralized 
planning brings chaos instead. of 
stability it promises,” he « said. 
“Socialist theory and principles 
have failed in Britain, as they 
In coun- 
tries where controls have been lift- 
ed ‘and honest material incen- 
tives restored, the economy has 
spurted and stabilized and the 
people have regained some of the 
spiritual zest for living that fol- 
lows having enough to eat, ade- 
quate shelter and something to 
work for.” 

In the battle of ideologies, he 
said, there are certain economic 
truths that business management 
in America must point up again 
and again. Among these, he re- 
ported, is that profits perform 
vital functions in the economy, a 
controlled economy cannot be pro- 
ductively mixed with a free econ- 
omy and that the private enter- 
prise system must have incentives 
if it is to operate smoothly, effec- 
tively and dynamically. 

The answer to the desire for 
security, Price said, lies in keeping 
a strong, productive economy, by 
“restoring, strengthening, main- 
taining our incentives.” And to 
do this, he said; management must 
work at the job of “creating capi- 
talists.” 

“One way to give the employe 
the owner viewpoint on business 
is to give him a stake in its suc- 
cess or failure by means of out- 


method more applicable to large 
corperations is to persuade indi- 
vidual citizens to invest in the 
common stocks of American busi- 
nesses sOme of the “tremendous 
flood of fluid: capital in their 
hands.” But the “quickest and 
most rewarding method of trans- 
forming Wage-earners into capi- 
talists” is, he said, to persuade a 
man to invest his savings in his 
own company.

sists of only eight lines but very few—only a tiny fraction of the 
world’s population—have had these eight lines stamped in their 


passports. 

The visa system is exercised 
to deny the outside world ad- 
mission to the Soviet Union. 
Moscow maintains it has a sov- 
ereign right to grant or with- 
hold visas as it sees fit, and 
that cannot be denied. But in 
exercising this right it discrimi- 
nates against other countries 
and denies them a chance to 
examine a claim which it seeks 
to foist on them—the claim of 
the superior Soviet man and the 
superior Soviet state. 

Moscow is obliged by circum- 
stances to issue a minimum num- 
ber of visas to foreign diplomats. 
That is a concession which it can- 
not avoid as long as it maintains 
diplomatic relations with foreign 
countries. 

The ideal situation, from the 
Soviet viewpoint, would be to 
maintain large Soviet missions 
abroad without having any for- 
eign diplomats in Moscow. This 
ideal is achieved in the case of 
‘a number of Latin-American 
republics. 

In other cases, where the 
ideal cannot be achieved, Mos- 
cow seeks to approximate it as 
much as possible. It establishes 
large staffs in foreign countries 
while keeping the size of the 
latter’s missions in Moscow 
down to a minimum. 


For example, the Soviet 
Union maintains a mission of 
1000 persons in Italy, which has 
but 12 in Moscow. It has 30 
in Bangkok, which has but four 
in Moscow. It has several thou- 
sand in Ethiopia, whose Mos- 
cow legation consists of a total 
ranging between one and two 
representatives. 

This exaggerated difference 
holds for most countries with 
which Moscow has diplomatic re- 
lations. It is made possible by a 
device against which foreign 
countries have difficulty in retali- 
ating so as to establish relations 
with the Soviet Union on a recip- 
rocal basis. 

How Moscow Device Works. 

The device can be practiced by 
a totalitarian government, but not 
so easily by any other kind. It 
consists basically of these ele- 
ments: 

1. Withholding and delaying 
the issuance of visas. 

2. Restricting accommoda- 
tions. 

3. Maintaining an artificially 
high cost for operating a diplo- 
matic mission. 

4. Circumscribing and perse- 
cuting the activities of the mis- 
sion to the point where it is 
virtually immobilized. 

The first is quite simple. If a 
government asks for more visas 
than Moscow cares to grant, the 
latter postpones action indefinite- 
ly. If the foreign government 
begins to retaliate, Moscow then 
grants the minimum possible num- 
ber of visas so as not to imperil 
the exchange in its favor. 

This happened in the case of 
Italy not long ago. For several 
months there was no action on a 
visa application for an Italian who 
had been appointed to Moscow. 
Italy then suspended action on all 
visas requested by the Soviet 
Union. After 12 Soviet visa ap- 
plications had been accumulated 
by the Italian Embassy in Moscow 
without action, the Russians 
granted the one visa and received 
the 12 in exchange. 

French Get Action. 

The French Embassy held up 
visas for six Soviet Orthodox 
priests assigned to France when 
the Soviet Union refused to issue 
a visa for one French Roman 
Catholic priest. The exchange was 
finally made. 

With few exceptions, Moscow 
denies visas to foreign corre- 
spondents who apply for them. 
At the same time it is free to 
send its correspondents to for- 
eign countries where they work, 
as a rule, free of censorship. 

One of the Soviet explanations 
for refusing visas is that Mos- 
cow is crowded and there is no 
space. It is true Moscow is 
crowded but the Soviet govern- 
ment has little interest in pro- 
viding space for foreigners. It 
is to the Soviet interest to keep 
the amount of available space 
down to a minimum. 


If the diplomat overcomes the | 


first two obstacles, obtaining both 
visas and lodging, the Soviet gov- 
ernment makes him pay dearly for 
it. This is done by fixing an arbi- 
trary rate of exchange for the 
ruble—eight to the dollar—which 
Western diplomats consider a 
form of extortion since eight rubles 


do not approximate the purchas- | 


ing power of the dollar abroad. 
Diplomats Isolated. 

This makes the cost of living in 
Moscow so high that the average 
government is unable to maintain 
more than a handful of people in 
Moscow. The secretary-typist of 
the Italian Embassy in Moscow 
was paid $1000 monthly. Its dip- 
lomatic officers were paid up to 
$4000 monthly to meet the high 
hotel and food costs. 


mats to keep their governments 
informed of general conditions 
in the country to which they are 
assigned—a function considered 
legitimate by most civilized 
nations. 


It does this by virtually lock- 
ing up the diplomatic corps in 
Moscow subjecting it to strict 
surveillance, cutting it off ab- 
Solutely from the Soviet people 
and limiting its information 
largely to official Soviet publi- 
cations. 


The exceedingly high cost and 
the paralyzing of their missions 
have forced governments to cut 
staffs in Moscow and in some 
cases to withdraw them alto- 
gether. 


The Argentine Embassy, estab- 
lished with a staff of 56 persons 
two years ago, is now down to 12. 

After the departure of the am- 
bassador from Moscow, the Mexi- 
can government recently gave up 
‘its costly embassy building and 
left matters in the hands of a 
|Charge d'affaires who is living in 
a hotel room. 


Uruguay, Cuba, Guatemala and 
the Dominican Republic closed 
their missions and withdrew their 
representatives some time ago. 
Other Latin-American -zountries 
maintaining diplomatic relations 


with Russia never opened mis- 
sions in Moscow. 


American Held Prisoner. 


Moscow exercises its visa pow- 
ers not only to restrict but also 
to eliminate already accredited 
diplomatic personnel. A _ recent 
example is the case of Miss Anna 
Holcroft. an employe of the Brit- 
ish Embassy, who had a number 
of Soviet friends of long standing. 
She left for a vacation in England 
and applied for a visa to return. 
It was never granted. 


Once having been admitted, 
the foreigner is not always free 
to leave. The Soviet govern- 
ment also exercises the power 
of the exit visa. This can 
amount to detention against 
one’s will and virtual imprison- 
ment in Moscow. 


There is the case of Mrs. Don- 
chakeva, a Russian-born scientist 
who had become an American 
citizen. She was invited to Mos- 
cow during the war to do research 
work. When she asked for her 
exit visa to leave after the war, 
Soviet authorities remained silent. 


Understanding the meaning of 
this silence, she sent a letter to 
her friend Prof. Albert Einstein, 
explaining what had happened. 
She then mailed a note to Prime 
Minister Stalin and another to 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov, then For- 
eign Minister, informing them that 
she was going on a hunger strike 
and would not touch food until she 
had received an exit visa. 


Eight days passed and the 
Soviet authorities began to fear 
for her life and the foreign re- 
action should she die. They 
stamped the visa and she left at 
at the end of 1947. 


There is no visa problem in 
connection with tourists because 
the Soviet Union preferred not 
to resume tourist trade after 
the war. 

The same holds for cultural 


Russia considers 
its culture superior to theirs, it 
sees no point in exchanging stu- 
dents, teachers, scientists or art- 
ists.

hvsterical attention it has been 
getting. For the fact is that the 
party is well on the way to having 
approximately the same real po- 
litical importance as the Green- 
backers or the Single Taxers. 

Even in its heyday, the C.P.U. 
S.A. never had anything approach- 
ing a mass following. Yet it has 
had real political significance. 
This significance has derived from 
two vital assets. The first has 
been the party’s very considerable 
toehold in the labor movement. 
And the second, in some ways 
more useful, has been the party's 
influence with the kind of fuzzy- 
minded but articulate left-wing 
intellectual who believed that the 
Communists were only a particu- 
larly eager brand of liberal, and 
therefore worked with them, as 
in last year’s Wallace campaign. 

Losing Both Assets. 

The Communists are now clearly 
losing both these precious assets. 
The ridiculous Wallace campaign 
itself seriously weakened the Com- 
munists’ hold on the intellectual 
left—the departure of The New 
Republic magazine from the Wal- 


Jlace camp was one obvious symp- 


tom of this weakening process. 
But now the process has been 
vastly accelerated. For Marshal 
Tito has given the left-wing in- 
tellectuals a new hero, more pal- 
atable than Josef Stalin, in their 
frantic search for the total an- 
swer. 

The same thing has, of course, 
been going on abroad. In England, 
for example, such intellectual left- 
wingers as Alexander Werth and 
Konni Zilliacus have dismayed 
their Communist admirers by em- 
bracing Tito; and in France in-

Clapp Mission Report to U.N. Seeks to Ex- 
pand Food Output — Program Viewed as 
Strong Prop for Peace.

MISSION of the United Nations, after its initial seven weeks 
A« investigation, soon will be ready with a solution for a problem 
which finally has been recognized in our part of the world as 
critical—the plight of 700,000 Arab refugees in the Middle East, 


The solution is embodied in two 
sets of recommendations, one 
temporary and the other long 
range, formulated under the di- 
rection of the ch&irman of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, Gor- 
don Clapp, who was borrowed by 
U.N. to head the mission upon the 
personal suggestion of President 
Truman. 

The mission’s first report is to 
be completed within the next two 
weeks. It proposes a WPA in the 
Middle East. It calls for placing 
heads of families made refugees 
by the recent Arab-Israeli war in 
useful jobs by spring. 

The second report, due Jan. 1, 
will suggest development of the 
neglected river resources of the 
Middle East to furnish water for 
irrigation and electrical power. 
The pressing problem of Arab 
refugees would solve itself within 
the expanding internal economies 
of the Arab nations, Mission 
members believe, if their second 
set of recommendations is put 
into practice. 

Proposals in First Report. 
The initial report, sections of 
which already have been forward- 
ed to U.N. officials at Lake Suc- 
cess, recommends: 

1. That the General Assembly 
promptly create an operating 
agency to establish and run the 
program to be modeled on that 
of the former Works Progress 
Administration. 

2. That U.N. raise additional 
funds immediately for direct re- 
lief to supplement present funds 
that run out by Dec. l, as the 
only way to head off a winter 
season crisis. 

3. That the countries where 
the refugees are now located in 
relief camps put up money to 
pay for or furnish the materials 
and equipment for putting them

The mission’s assignment grew 
out of the concern of the democ- 
racies in U.N. over the increasing 
distress of the refugees. An addi- 
tional stimulus was this nation’s 
concern over worsening relations 
with the Arab states stemming 
from the refugee problem. The 
United States also recognized the 
possible threat to oil interests in 
the Arab world, vital for military 
reasons. 

Formula for Problem Sought. 

President Truman emphasized, 
however, the possibility that the 
U.N. mission could pioneer in the 
Middle East by developing a for- 
mula for resolving the problem 
of displaced persons everywhere. 
He recommended Clapp to head 
the mission because of his leader- 


ship of the successful TVA ex- 
periment in raising living stand- 
ards of an entire region through 
planned, efficient use of its rivers 
and other natural resources. 


Works projects in the Middle 
East is only a first step. “Our 
first job is to get the people to 
work,” Clapp told this reporter, 
who accompanied Clapp’s mission 
to the Middle East. “A man at 
work on a job useful in the long- 
term building of his community 
becomes an asset wherever he 
may be. A man vegetating in a 
relief camp is a community draw- 
back.” 


Boiled down, the mission’s long- 
term proposals call for a series of 
TVA-type programs for conserving 
and using the region’s scarcest 
asset, water. Water from the riv- 
ers is scarce only for the reason 
that they have never, since ancient 
times, been harnessed to make 
them deliver their resources to 
the land and to the people, the 
Clapp mission has come to believe. 

Clapp has emphasized that the 
mission’s first report will not be 
concerned with the Middle East 
as a whole. His initial interest is 
in the establishment of works 
projects for refugees on relief. The 
estimated total of refugees likely 
to be eligible for relief this win- 
ter is now estimated by the U.N. 
at about 900,000. 

Distribution of Refugees. 

They are distributed in the Arab 
nations and Israel as follows: 
Gaza _ strip, .220,000 to 250,000; 
Trans-Jordan and Arab Palestine, 
350,000 to 400,000; Syria, 80,000; 
Lebanon, 110,000; and Israel, 40,000 
to 48,000. Egypt has less than 
10,000 and Iraq less than 4000.

Injustice in the Sales Tax 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Washington Township Democrat- 
ic and Civic Club of St. Louis County 
wishes to bring before the public the in- 
justice involved in the distribution of 
the state sales tax in comparison with 
the amount paid into this fund. 

In 1933, the then Gov. Park asked 
the Legislature for a luxury sales tax 
of one-half per cent. This tax, on Jux- 
ury articles only, was for emergency 
relief purposes and was to paid by the 
retailer. In 1934 a 1 per cent tax was 
passed, to be paid by the consumer; in 
1937 this was increased to 2 per cent. 

The people of Missouri went to the 
polls and voted on a sales tax meas- 
ure which they believed was to be used 
for old-age pensions and direct relief. 
But the Legislature passed the bill with 
a joker in it, wording it: To be used for 
direct relief, old-age pensions and other 
purposes. 

In place of the entire sum being used 
to help the needy, as the people of Mis- 
souri desired, the schools were cut in 
for 331-3 per cent, 35 per cent was used 
for general relief; 10 per cent for old-age 
pensions and 212-3 per cent for the in- 


sane. 

St. Louis, St. Louis County, Kansas 
City and several other densely popu- 
lated communities carry the tax bur- 
den, paying half the total tax collected 
while representing only 34 per cent of 
the etate’s population. We believe in 
high standards for our schools but aren't 
they receiving enough through general 
revenue taxes without cutting into the 
sales tax money? 

Any bill designed to prevent an in- 
crease in the valuation of property of 
persons applying for old-age assistance 
is buried in committee. because our out- 
‘gtate legislators do not want the larger 
cities to receive their just shares, since 
this would mean that smaller counties 
would have to increase their own taxes 
in order to take care of their needy and 
their schools. Why should they, when 
we have been taking care of — all 
this time? 

The only way to correct this injus- 
tice is to nave a referendum placed on 
the ballot so that it can be voted on by 
the people. This time, let us make sure 
that our sales tax money is used only 
for the needy.

Facts About Dismantling 


While the agreement of the Western Allies 
to slow down the dismantling of German plants 
has its industrial side, oe results will be largely 
political. 

West German Chancellor Adenauer wins 
prestige on this announcement. It strengthens 
him and his new government. He has identi- 
fied himself before the Germans as a foe of 
dismantling. Now he is able to report to the 
new Parliament that Britain, France and’ the 
United States have in effect accepted his view. 


This produces complications. In the first 
place, there is a question whether it does not 
seem to go further in bulwarking Chancellor 
Adenauer than the Unites States should at this 
time. The Adenauer Government is consider- 
ably less than an embodiment of views and 
forces needed to remake Germany along free, 
democratic lines. Since there is much of re- 
action in it, there is a definite danger in making 
the Adenauer Government too strong. 


Second, there is the complication that, from 
this announcement, it will appear that much 
more is being done industrially than actually is 
being dome. The facts about the dismantling 
program should make this clear. 

When World War ended, the victorious 
Allies agreed that Germany should never again 
be allowed to develop another war potential. 
As a first precaution, a program was set up by 
which 1975 German factories in the British, 
French and American zones of occupation were 
to be dismantled. 

This was when the Morgenthau plan to make 
Germany into a cow pasture still had a measure 
of acceptance. Within two years, the total num- 
ber of plants was reduced to 965—more than 
cut in half. Last April, 159 more plants were 
taken off the dismantling list. This left a total 
of 796 either dismantled or scheduled for dis- 
mantling. Of this total, more than 600, so 
Joseph C. Harsh reports in the Christian Science 
Monitor, have been totally dismantled. Most of 
those which remain on the list are small and, 
in any case, all but about 30 will be cleaned out 
of their machinery and equipment by the end 
of this year. 

These 30 can be reduced still further to 
about 18 plants which are of real consequence, 
but of these only two are in the United States 
zone. Those of most importance, as Mr. 
Harsch’s report shows, are two large steel plants 
—the Thyssenwerke at Hamborn and the Her- 
mann Goeringwerke at Salzbitter—in the British 
zone. 

Britain and France are the two largest bene- 
ficiaries of the dismantling program. Under the 
existing agreements, Belgium, Holland and 
Yugoslavia have ranked next, Tito’s country 
getting almost 10 per cent of the dismantled 
machinery. 

The French desire to see that the Ruhr is kept 
under tightest control is wholly understandable. 
Three times since 1870, France has been overrun 
by the warlords of Germany. The Frenchman 
wants no more of it. He knows that if the Ruhr 
cannot make war materials, his country will be 
much safer. 

German industry, however, is an important, if 
not vital element in European recovery. It has 
a necessary contribution to make to the Mar- 
shall plan’s success. 

The most practical plan would be to stop 
dismantling now since most of it has been com- 
pleted anyway. Those plants which remain on 
the list should then be operated under the most 
careful supervision. There must be amply pro- 
tecting safeguards. It would be a defeatist atti- 
tude on the part of the Allies for them to say 
that they cannot direct German industry into 
a peaceful reconstruction of Europe. 
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The Reform That Backfired 


James Roosevelt intends to run for Governor 
of California not only as a Democrat, which he 
is, but also as a candidate of the Republican 
party, which he opposes. Behind this strange 
situation is a story of reforms which, many ob- 
servers think, have backfired. 

In 1910 Hiram Johnson became Governor with 
the intention of destroying a political machine 
used by railroads and other special interests. He 
replaced the old party convention system and its 
bossism with direct primaries and cross-filings. 

As years passed, however, this reform tended 
to destroy party responsibility. Voters found it 
difficult to determine what candidates stood for, 
and to remove a party in power. Amid the politi- 
cal indecision, California became a lobby-ridden 
state, as it had been before the Johnson reforms. 

Today California has a Republican Governor, 
Earl Warren, who ran for office on both tickets. 
The Legislature is also dominated by Republi- 
cans. Yet Gov. Warren has had his difficulties 
with the ah te for lack of party discipline. 


And though state’s registration is largely 
Democratic, California seldom goes Democratic. 

James Roosevelt knows what he is up against 
in running for Governor and he says, “Lobbyists 
and pressure groups prosper when political 
party leaders slough off their responsibilities 
under the guise of non-partisanship.” Still he 
is forced to use the very system which he criti- 
cizes, to have any hope of election. 

Regardless of what party or candidate wins, 
California needs a better election system. When 
there is so little party responsibility, there is al- 
most no party contest. This gives the voters 
little power of decision.

McCarran also is 
chairman of the “watchdog” committee on ECA. 
While his trip is not under auspices of that 
committee, he managed to draw ECA funds to 
avail himself of Dictator Franco’s hospitality. 

This is a matter of doubtful ethics, and it 
would be desirable for the Senate to investigate 
it. Senatorial courtesy being what it is, how- 
ever, McCarran probably faces no questions 
about details of his travel. 

But the purposes of his trip are wide open to 
public questioning. His visit to the Fascist dic- 
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tator was so embarrassing to our foreign policy 
that President Truman had to disclaim publicly 
the McCarran jaunt. As for any study the Sen- 
ator may be giving the DP problem, his record 
is one of calloused obstructionism toward admit- 
ting homeless Europeans to refuge in this 
country. 

Ordinarily Americans welcome foreign trips 
by members of Congress as highly educational. 
But as for educating Senator McCarran, his rec- 
ord appears to permit little hope.

A Catholic on Judicial Duty - 


What is the obligation of an American judge 
when there is a conflict between the ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of the religious denomination to 
which he belongs and the civil law —_ he is 
called on to apply? 

This question, which has been raised. Pope 
Pius XII, is now illuminated by the Rev. Fran- 
cis J. Connell of Catholic University, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

As quoted by the Washington Post, Dr. Con- 
nell says that the advice of the Pope giver! to 
Catholics who are American judges .. . will not 
prevent them from giving “the full measure of 
service and loyalty to the laws of our country.” 

Since divorce laws are notably in_ question, 
Dr. Connell speaks of them in particular. He 
takes the position that the American judge who 
is a Roman Catholic “should avoid taking 
divorce cases” if he can, but that*the words of 
the Pope may be interpreted to mean that it is 
“not intrinsically wrong” for a Catholic judge to 
decree a marriage dissolved, so far as the civil 
law is concerned. The Washington Post reads 
this to say that “the judge is f to hand down 
a sentence or to enter a decree of which he does 
not approve, because it is necessary under the 
law.” 

Dr. Connell’s interpretation will relieve many 
persons who were wondering if this was an at- 
tempt to set ecclesiastical law above civil law in 
the United States. On that issue, there can be 
only one answer in a free democracy. The laws 
of the people, adopted by their representatives, 
come first. They control. Anyone who does not 
feel free to apply these laws or to administer 
them should step aside in favor of those who 
have no religious scruples against applying the 
laws. 

The great Cardinal Gibbons, beloved Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, made himself an inter- 
preter and spokesman for American democracy 
at the Vatican in the last century. He more 
than any other prelate delineated the relation- 
ship between religious groups and government 
in the United States. Dr. Connell speaks in the 
Gibbons tradition when he presents his reassur- 


ing interpretation of the Pope’s pronouncement.

A Mother’s Code for Her Son 


That was a beautiful code of conduct which 
Mrs. Kate Alice Merrell Wells of Evanston, III., 
left for her 10-year-old son, Lynn. It was clean 
and sunny and strong and hopeful. Any parent 
could be proud to leave it as a legacy of ideas to 
any child. Did the mother who wrote it follow 
it herself when she then picked up a new rifle, 
pulled the trigger, and killed herself? 


Suppose she had stopped to observe, as she 
counseled her son to observe, “how beautiful 
and strange the world is’”—and to reflect on 
how much beauty and strangeness were still 
ahead of her to see. Suppose she had heeded 
her advice to “follow your curiosities”—could 
she have left so many curiosities behind her, un- 
followed? Suppose she had obeyed her own 
fine precept, “When there is a job to do, do a 
good job’—would she have put an end to the 
glorious job of bringing up a son with the job 
only part done? 


It is this difference between what she wrote 
and what she did that make the story of this 
young, talented and attractive woman a particu- 
larly poignant one. For her words led up no 
blind alley. They led along a wide highway, 
bright-bordered with green grass and yellow 
flowers, on which no one had been known to 
travel so far as the very end.

Nine months have passed and so far as we have 
heard, the City Hall still does not know how 
many of these death traps there are inside the 
City of St. Louis.

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An Atomic Bomb Stalemate?

Estimates indicate Russia will have stockpile of 100 bombs when 
a we have 850, news magazine says; but centralized American in- 

dustrial targets balance the advantages; so it is possible that, 
without formal agreement, A-bombs won't be used if war comes.

Atom bombs are piled up in the United 
States and soon will be piling up in Russia. 
Bombs made in the United States now give 
it an edge of military strength in the air. 
Bombs made in Russia, however, could 
cancel out that advantage. 


The United States, highly centralized, in- 
dustries closely meshed, is more vulnerable 
to bombs than Russia, decentralized, 
with industries less highly developed. Both 
sides, if bombs are dropped, will be hurt 
badly. Damage to one can be matched by 
damage to the other. 


At the start of an atomic-arms race, that 
fact is beginning to interest the diplomats 
and military planners who are studying the 
arms problem for the United Nations. <A 
first, faint glimmer of a suggestion is 
heard that in this situation may lie the 
basis for a tacit understanding that would 
result in the atom bomb’s remaining in its 
bomb vault in the event of war. It was 
only the fact that neither side could gain 
decisively by its use that kept poison gas, 
for example, on the side lines in the last 
war. 


Enough for Crippling Blows 


The United States by 1952, three years 
from now, is expected to have a stockpile of 
about 850 bombs. That is based upon an 
existing stockpile estimated at a minimum 
of 250 bombs, plus output of 200 bombs 
per year, a rate considered the peacetime 
maximum for the United States by Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, one of the bomb’s de- 
velopers. The United States now is step- 
ping up production to the maximum rate. 


Russia by 1952 is expected to possess 
a stockpile of about 100 atom bombs. That 
is the considered estimate of a number of 
United States atomic scientists appraising 
the capabilities of Russia. 


By that time, thus, both nations may 
have adequate stockpiles of atomic weap- 
ons. The United States edge in numbers, 
moreover, is not considered decisive. With 
targets limited largely to big cities, the 
number of bombs that can be used effi- 
ciently is described as limited. The United 
States has only 92 such cities, Russia 81. 
The smaller Russian stockpile, as a result, 
could still hit all major targets and nullify, 
in large part, the United States ability to 
knock out Soviet industrial centers. 


What UN Officials Expect 


What's ahead for plans to use and con- 
trol the atom is seen by many United Na- 
tions officials as this: : 

Formal controls over production of atom 
bombs, being sought at this time in UN 
sessions, are not likely to be found, for 
reasons that follow. 

Inspection of each nation’s atomic plants 
by a world agency, basis for the United 
States control plan, is out. Feeling in the 
UN is that Premier Joseph Stalin will nev- 
er agree to outside inspection of Soviet 
plants now that he can cancel out the 
United States advantage in atomic warfare 
with a Soviet stockpile of bombs. 


Treaty agreement to halt production of 


bombs and destroy existing stockpiles, 
basis for Russia’s control plan, also is to 


get nowhere. The United States, with Rus- 
sia in possession of the bomb, is certain to 
insist on some form of inspection to guar- 
antee any such agreement. 


A moratorium on bomb production, too, 
is described as unfeasible. Any agreement 
simply to halt production of bombs is like- 
ly to be vetoed by Russia unless present 
stocks are first destroyed, and by the 
United States unless an on-the-ground 
check on Russia is included. 

An atom-arms race is seen as the next 
step. Lacking international controls, the 
United States and Russia are to be forced 
to build up atomic stockpiles for-their own 
protection in the event of war. 


When Reprisals Are Certain 


Use of the bomb, however, is believed 
to be less likely after both sides build up 
their stockpiles than now, when the United 
States has an effective monopoly. As UN 
diplomats are beginning to see it: 


Russia, with a stockpile of atom bombs, 
is not likely to use those bombs so long 
as the United States has a bigger pile. 
Soviet strength is concentrated in land ar- 
mies that can overrun Europe, does not 
depend on ability to bomb Western cities 
or installations. 

The United States is less likely to start 
using the bomb if retaliation from Russia 
is certain. Pressure on the United States 
by its allies in Western Europe not to use 
the atom bomb already is appearing, on the 
theory that retaliation by Soviet bombs 
may be directed against cities in Europe. 


Tacit agreement not to use the atom, if 
war comes again, thus is seen in the UN 
as a developing possibility. That agree- 
ment, whether or not it is made openly, 


would not hinder production of bombs, but 


would reduce the chance of their use by 
fear of quick retaliation. 


Another Look at Strategy 


An atom covenant could result. This 
could resemble the prewar covenant against 
use of gas warfare. Both sides built up 
vast stockpiles of poison gas ready for in- 
stant use, yet none was used as neither 
side felt it could gain a decision by gassing 
before retaliation destroyed its advantage. 


What it boils down to, then, is a grow- 
ing prospect that neither the United States 
plan nor any other plan for real atomic con- 
trol will be adopted, but that the chances 
of some agreement to ban the use of atomic 
stockpiles are increasing. 

It means, too, that the present emphasis 
on big atom bombers in United States de- 
fense strategy may have to be examined 
and altered in the years just ahead.

Between Book Ends 


Philosophical Romance 


MAGISTER LUDI, a forty ~~ dow oy Translated by 

Merwyn Savill, Foreword by Eric Peters. 
(Henry Holt & Co., $02 pes. $5.00.) 

This massive philosophical romance, to 
paraphrase a passage from an earlier 
Hesse novel, “Steppenwolf” (1927), is a 
made-to-order homeland for “one who de- 
mands music instead of tootling, enjoyment 
instead of pleasure, a soul instead of gold, 
real work instead of activity, true passion 
instead of dalliance.” It comes heartily 
commended by Thomas Mann, himself a 
mighty maker of “music instead of toot)- 
ing,” who calls it “Germanic in the old, 
happy, free, and intellectual sense, ... full 
of tradition, loyalty, memory, secrecy, . .. 
a chaste and daring work, full of fantasy 
and at the same time highly intellectual.” 

Intellectual it ‘is, far too much so for 
that general reader whose private pleas- 
ures are a corporal’s guard of best-sellers. 
Here is no emotional wallop a la silks- 
swords-sex saga; the adventures narrated 
here are of the spirit, the intellect. And 
the action is largely that of animated, 
sometimes intricate, 
discussion -and the 
rarefied syllables of 
self-revelation. For 
Andre Gide, these 
pages tremble with 
“an age-old plaint 

. like the rustle of 
forest leaves, stirred 
by the gentle breath 
of the Great God 
Pan.” It is too bad 
that they do not 
vibrate with a little 
of the terrible dy- 
namics of creation 
that makes Thomas 
Mann’s “Dr. Faust- 
us” the compelling symphony it is. 

The time of “Magister Ludi” is A.D. 
2000, after the historic course of man’s 
wars, woes and witlessness has virtually 
wiped out civilization as we now know it; 
in all but Castalia, that is—a serene and 
sequestered sort of thinkers’ Shangri-La, 
where an adept elite contemplate the prob- 
lems of universal humanity via music, 
philosophy, theology, mathematics, the ab- 
stractions of pure reason. The “Magister 
Ludi” is Master of the Game—the “Bead

/Game,” that is, a kind of mystic rite unit- 


ing the acutest of mental awareness and 
disciplined meditation. 

But though withdrawn, the Castalian 
Order is not hermetic. This fact aggra- 
vates the problem of Joseph Knecht, the 
novel’s “hero,’ who rises through the ranks 
of the Order’s hierarchy to become Magis- 
ter Ludi Josephus III. He runs head-on 
into the paradox that though the Game 
encourages “the feeling of having resolved 
the fortuitous and chaotic world into one 
that is symmetrical and harmonious,” the 
Order itself has no solution to the problem 
of how to live. Once again—this time in 
the person and experience of a satirically 
incomplete intellectual—an old truth is 
affirmed: no man is an island unto him- 
self, nor is any Order a way out of our 
involvement. 

One needn't possess a special key to un- 
lock the meaning of Joseph Knecht’s dec- 
laration as he severs his relationship to 
an organization that exalts an inhuman 
precision and denies all will and emotion. 
He sees that the world is “pregnant with 
future, history, efforts and eternal new 
beginnings,” that though chaotic, it is “the 
homeland and the mother soil of all des- 
tinies, all revolts, all arts, all humanity.” 
His abdication will seem madness or trea- 
son to Castalians; to those whom this book 
may stir, it will speak sonorously of world

The ‘new state of Israel shares 
with Arab Palestine, now a de- 
pendency of Trans-Jordan, a por- 
tion of the course of the fabled 
Jordan river. Most of the length 
of the valley, however, is Israel’s. 

Control of natural water courses 
through these countries would pro- 
vide for huge new food produc- 
tion. Millions of acres of land, 
now lacking only water to make 
them fertile, are semi-desert. Their 
present yield is scanty grazing for 
sheep, goats, scrawny cattle and 
camels. The land was once, how- 
ever, the breadbasket of the Ro- 
man Empire. 

Financing of Projects. 


Financing for some of these 
projects might come from U.N, or 
friendly outside governments. A 
few of the most desirable projects, 
if guarantees of proper long-term 
management are forthcoming from 
the Arab governments, might ap- 
peal to foreign private capital. 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia can tap 
government efi revenues that may 
be expected to increase as pro- 
duction expands to help finance 
their share of such projects. 

Interested government and U.N. 
officials have told this reporter 
that the Clapp mission’s work 
may very well be _ productive.

Happier Fate for the Noble Oyster 


How to Fry Them So They're a Treat Instead of a Tribulation

S for me,” said my friend 
the traveling man, “I've 
iven up hope of ever com- 
ing face to face with a good fried 
oyster.” He gazed sadly out of the 
window. “When I was younger, 
he said, “I was less cynical. I kept 
saying to myself, ‘some day I'll 
find a restaurant or a hotel dining 
room that knows what should be 
done with the oyster.’

Little Woman's drinking uncle, 
are never mentioned around home 
again. However, there is no need 
to abandon hope. The dream of 
a delicious fried oyster can be 
made to come true. I have here 
a recipe for fried oysters given 
me by a newspaper man who 
grew up in Frederickburg, Va., 
where people know one type of 
oyster from another and appre- 


ciate the qualities of each. 
Like this: 
The chief fault with most fried 


oysters is that they still have too 
much moisture in them when 
they are fried. So to get the 
liquid out, put the oysters in a 
sieve, sprinkle them generously 
with salt and pepper and a dash 
or two of red pepper, and then 
start working them with your 
fingers. Keep stirring and press- 
ing gently until you can’t work 
any more liquid out of them. 
Secret number two: Always fry 
two oysters together as one. If 
you're planning a dozen fried 
oysters, get two dozen. Put the 


two together and roll them in 
cracker meal. When you get them 
all rolled in pairs, place them on 
a large platter and put them in 
the ice-box, where they should 
remain for at least eight hours 
before cooking. 

When cooking time arrives, put 
enough fresh grease in that skil- 
let to completely cover the oys- 
ter. Then heat the grease until 
it is smoking. Now, get the oys- 
ters out of the icebox, dip them 
in ordinary milk and egg bat- 
ter, rol] them lightly again in 
cracker meal, and drop them with 
loving care into the grease. 


Watch them until they have 
achieved that golden brown shade, 
dip them out and serve them with 
or without your favorite oyster 
sauce. It will restore your faith 
in things. 
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WHILE WE'RE ON the subject, 
here is a good recipe for chafing 
dish oysters. Ready? Like this: 


Combine a half cup of butter 
with a teaspoon of dry mustard 
and salt, pepper and celery salt 
to taste, in the top of a double 
boiler or chafing dish. When the 
butter is melted, add a cup and 
a half of finely chopped celery 
and cook it until it is almost ten- 
der. 

Now slowly add three cups of 
light cream as things come to a 
boil At the boiling point add two 
dozen oysters (which, of course, 
you have looked over carefully) 
and let them cook just until the 
edges curl. Oysters should never 
be cooked through—just heated 
enough to plump them up. 

As a last step, stir in two table- 
spoons of sherry or madeira and 
serve plain or on toast, garnish- 
ing with parsley. 
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EVERYONE HAS HIS favorite 
cocktail sauce for raw oysters, 
and like barbecue sauces, it’s a 
matter of taste. But here is one 
which men almost invariably go 
for: 

Combine twWo tablespoons of 
horse radish with six tablespoons 
of ketchup, four tablespoons of 
lemon juice, a dash of celery salt 
and a dash of tabasco. 

Chill it thoroughly, and even 
the oyster will sit up and take 
notice.

NEW YORK. 
LEARNED again Tuesday that

In the United Nations, as in so 
many other fields, if you make an 
appeal that seems to be humani- 
tarian, people cease to think. They 
just feel. So it was in the case 
of a resolution on refugees and 
stateless persons. The question 
was: What should happen when 
the International Refugee Organ- 
ization comes to an end in 1951. 
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COMMITTEE THREE  DE- 
CIDED to turn down the Byelo- 
russian resolution which con- 
cerned only repatriation and which 
said that the IRO has not accom- 
plished this task. . That indicated 
that the majority of the commit- 
tee understood that this resolution 
was really aimed at pushing re- 
patriation and paid as little atten- 
tion as possible to those refugees 
who might not desire repatriation. 

On the point, however, of what 
refugees should be placed in the 
care of a high commissioner, the 
French wording, which would 
seem to us of the United States 
delegation rather vague, was ac- 
cepted in preference to more pre- 
cise wording. 
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IT WAS DECIDED to have the 
General Assembly elect the high

commissioner rather than to have 
him appointed by the Secretary 
General. This sets a precedent. Up 
to now no executive officer has 
been elected by the General Assem- 
bly, except for the fact that ft has 
been decided just recently to clect 
a high commissioner for Libya, 
which is really on a different foot- 
ing than the administrative job 
of a high commissioner for 
refugees. The latter’s work would 
have to be closely integrated with 
that of the secretary general. 
Lastly the committee decided to 
state how that the high commis- 
sioner could receive funds and en- 
gage in material! relief activities as 
well as undertaking the purely pro- 
tective activities that were en- 
visioned by the United States as 
the only essential service to be 
rendered to most of the refugees 
after the IRO comes to an end. 
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IF WE ENGAGE in material re- 
lief, it will be practically impos- 
sible to make a budget. No nation 
will know what they may be called 
upon to contribute. The United 
States felt under such a loosely 
drawn document, which made 
heavy responsbilities possible with- 
out defining them, they could not 
accept responsibility and for that 
reason voted against the resolution 
as a whole. 

We were outvoted, and it is evi- 
dent that the majority of the com- 
mittee desires to give relief as well 
as protection. Therefcre, those who 
voted for this, we feel sure, will 


be prepared to assume the actual |

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ANASTA differs from most 
(rames of the rummy family 

in that you don’t play to go 
out if you can help it. Bigger 
rewards come from prolonging 
the play and melding a lot of 
canastas. 

Of course, if the opponents are 
going to have the advantage in 
scoring, you want to go out and 
end the play as fast as possible. 
And sometimes, when you are far 
behind, you want to go out before 
your opponents can meld. Every 
100 points subtracted from their 
score is 200 points net gain for 
you. 

Here is a case in which the op- 
ponents .got the jump in the first 
two deals and went to 3600 while 
you stayed under 1500. (You 
wouldn’t wish it on a dog!) Your 
hand, after drawing, is: 


For a hand without a wild card, 
it isn’t too bad. But ordinarily 
you wouldn't dream of using seven 
cards to meld 50 points. 

But when you consider that the 
opponents need 120 to meld; that 
they have turned up two red 
threes, which can cost them 100 
apiece if they don’t soon meld; and 
that you can perhaps set them 
back 450 points or so, while still 
keeping them above 3000 where 
they need those deadly 120 points; 
it may be worth while to meld 
your three tens and four sevens. 

This will tell your partner that 
your strategy is to go out fast, 
and he will co-operate in complet- 
ing a canasta, something you 
couldn’t do alone, lacking wild 
cards. 


QUESTION: In going out con- 
cealed, may a player add to his 
Partner’s melds, or must he meld 
his own hand independently in 
order to collect the 100-point 
bonus? 

ANSWER: The concealed bonus 
is awarded for melding the entire 
hand at one turn. It does not mat- 
ter how the cards are melded, as 
long as the player has made no 
previous meld, and as long as his 
side completes at least one canas- 
ta. (However, in many games he 
is not given the bonus if he adds 
any card to his partner’s previous 
melds.)

Welfare Fund Won 
After 59-Day 
Strike — Mine Un- 
ion Chief Beaten 
by Injunction.

T velt plunged a shocked nation 

into mourning. He was suc- 
ceeded by Missouri’s Harry S. 
Truman. The war was won and 
people puzzled over the conse- 
quences of our new military 
weapon, the atom bomb. 

Nineteen forty-six found John 
L. Lewis back in the AFL, frater- 
nizing with his former enemies. 
Lewis felt that this move was a 
step in the direction of ultimate 
amalgamation of the AFL with 
the CIO. Before he could begin 
a new drive for “organic labor 
unity,” the expiration dates of the 
coal contracts approached. 

On March 2, he issued his 30- 
day strike warning, and again de- 
velopments followed the usual rou- 
tine; the balking of the operators 
and the national strike on April 1. 
After a month-long strike, Lewis 
unleashed his second weapon with 
a 30-day warning of an anthracite 
strike. 

In the midst of the strike, Pres- 
ident Truman expressed his doubts 
of the legality of Lewis’s demand 
that a welfare fund be financed 
by rovalties on each ton of coal. 

Lewis is reported to have snorted 
to one of his intimates, “Truman 
doubts the legality of our de 
mends? What does Truman know 
about the lerality of anything?” 

The lonr strike began to exact 
its toll on American economy. And 
as a national crisis seemed more 
and more imminent, Lewis sud- 
denly sent the miners back on a 
two-week truce. This was typical 
of Lewis’s tactics. retreating just 
as an infuriated nation was pre- 
paring to retaliate drastically. 

The operators and Lewis, how- 
ever, remained deadlocked. When 
Truman’s proposal of arbitration 
was rejected by both sides, he or- 
dered Julius A. Krug, his new 
Secretary of the Interior, to seize 
the mines. 

The expiration date of the truce, 
Saturday, May 25, found Krug ap- 
pealing to the miners to keep on 
working while Lewis rejected a 
further deferring of the strike. 
The miners struck again. 

Four days later Lewis triumphed 
over Krug, and the 59-day strike 
ended with the miners winning 
from the Government a “welfare 
and retirement fund” to be fi- 
nanced by a royalty payment of 
five cents for every ton of coal 
mined. 

One week later, the anthracite 
miners received almost the identi- 
cal terms and two weeks later the 
prite of soft coal went up 40% 
cents a ton and anthracite went up 
91 cents. With the public paying 
the bill for peace in the coal fields, 
the miners worked uninterruptedly 
through the summer. 

Then began the struggle that 
was to end in the unprecedented 
$3,500,000 fine against the United 
Mine Workers of America.

The Government’s complete con- 
trol of Lewis and the union blew 
up on March 25 in the dust of 
the explosion of the Centralia 
Coal Co.’s Mine No. 5 at Cen- 
tralia, Ill. Out of 141 miners, 111 
were killed in this horrible catas- 
trophe. 

Four days afterward, Lewis de- 
fied the Supreme Court and the 
President by proclaiming a six- 
day Holy Week as a memorial to 
the Centralia dead. Lewis knew 
that under the circumstances pub- 
lic opinion would not brook the 
interference of any authority. 

Both the House and Senate ap- 
pointed investigating committees 
to determine if there had been 
any federal negligence. April 17 
found a violently angry Lewis tes- 
tifying before the Senate commit- 
tee. 

He venomously attacked Krug. 
From the witness stand Lewis 
charged, “Now, as a matter of 
fact, when this inspector's report 
was filed with him (Krug) in the 
month of November, it showed 
that the mine was not rockdusted. 
... There was no air in that mine. 
It was filled with explosive dust. 

“That was a mechanized mine, 
with the roar of machinery, the 
stirring up of dust from the ma- 
chines was constant. Any little 
pocket of gas could have ignited 
the dust, or any blown-out shot, 
or flame, could cause an explo- 
sion, and in addition to that, the 
inspector showed that they were 
violating the law of the state in 
permitting the men to be under- 
ground when those shots were be- 
ing fired ... yet Mr. Krug, in his 
defense to the Senate committee, 
said that there was no danger im- 
minent.... 

“... This great modern Her- 
cules, with a No. 12 shoe and a 
No. 5 hat, by the imposition of his 
magnificent genius of administra- 
tion has reduced the deaths in 
coal mines from 95 a month to 85 
a month, and then he rests from 
his labors, he stops saving any- 
more then. 

“... IT reiterate that J. A Krug 
did not affirmatively kill. those 
men. He just permitted them to 
die by negligence in action and by 
a dishonorable violation of his own 
agreement made with the United 
Mine Workers’ of America, his 
promise given to the coal miners 
and the American people. 


“That is all he has done, and in 
so doing I think he has dishonored 
his office. I think he has brutal- 
ized the mine workers and I think 
he has brought confusion and bit- 
terness and economic loss to the 
American people. 


“You may think he is worthy 
of the trust imposed in him, but 
I think he is dishonorable and 
without a moral conscience on his 
side; a friend to coal operators, a 
scheming, a designing politician, 
unfaithful to his trust... 

“And, O God! what a grotesque, 
monstrous mistake he is in the 
position he is occupying.” 

With the coal fields at peace, 
Lewis went to Chicago on Sept. 9. 
There he won the AFL executive 
council to a fighting stand and an 
agreement to boycott the Taft- 
Hartley Act by refusal to comply 
with the reporting and affidavit 
provisions. 
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MONTH later, at the AFL con- 
A vention in San Francisco, the 

AFL reversed its Chicago po- 
sition and voted to comply. But 
before the final vote, the high 
command of the Federation was 
subjected to what will be a long- 
remembered, unparalleled, merci- 
less excoriation by Lewis. 

“*"Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn.’ So 
runs the scripture. But the Con- 
gress of the United States desig- 
nated 15,000,000 workers in this 
country, organized into one form 
or another of unions, as being 
cattle that treadeth out the eco- 
nomic corn of our country, and 
the Congress placed an economic 
muzzle on each of you. 

“What are you going to do 
about it? Oh, I see. You are go- 
ing to change our Constitution. 
God help us! 

“The Taft-Hartley statute is the 
first ugly, savage thrust of 
fascism in America. ... 

“ .. When. this statute is 
enacted, somme 73 pages in length 
in the printed copy, containing only 
two lines that say labor has the 
right to organize and 33 pages of 
other additional restrictions that 
dare labor to organize, when that 
comes to pass, the welkin is filled 
with the outcries and the lamenta- 
tions of our great leaders of labor 
in this country calling upon high 
heaven to witness that all indeed 
is lost unless they can grovel on 
their bellies and come under this 
infamous act. 

“T am one of those who do not 
think that all is lost. I represent 
an organization whose members 
believe they pay their officers to 
fight for them, not to deliver 
them into slavery. ..:. 

“',. And is it true that the lead- 
ers of our movement are to be 
the first of our mighty hosts of 
8,000,000 members to put their 
tails between their legs and run 
like cravens before the threat of 
the Taft-Hartley bill? I am re-

Lewis spent 
an hour telling the delegates his 
opinion of the Democratic party’s 
candidate, the incumbent Presi- 
dent, Harry S. Truman.

Througtout the proceedings, 
Lewis and the delegates mani- 
fested a decy pride in their hard- 
won Welfare Fund. There was al- 
most a spiritual satisfaction in 
their achievement. 

The Welfare Fund is aimed at 
every human need of the mining 
population. It will be recorded as 
one of Lewis’s greatest achieve- 
ments, not only for the welfare of 
the miners, but as a model for all 
other unions. This, for Lewis, is 
his monument to the miners of 
America. 

But Lewis’s victory was not 
without its price. The Welfare 
Fund is dependent upon coal pro- 
duction, and stoppage of the lat- 
ter also means cessation of pay- 
ments to the fund. The fund has 
partially put the miners into the 
coal business, and now a strike 
against the operators, is also

understand why books like 

Msgr. Sheen’s “Peace of 
Soul,” Rabbi Liebman’s “Peace 
of Mind,” and my own “A Guide 
to Confident Living” have been 
high on the best-seller lists for 
many months. For, as a pastor, 
author and lecturer, I receive 
mail from many thousands of 
people throughout our country 
and see many hundreds of others 
personally. And I know that 
they are troubled, not only by 
the uncertainties of a restless 
world, but by a myriad of per- 
sonal fears, hates, insecurities, 
regrets and guilt feelings. They 
are seeking some way to re- 
solve these difficulties. 

Whether we choose to call it 
“neace of soul,” “peace of mind,” 
“confident living,” or anything 
else, we can be certain that all 
of us, at one time or another, 
eventually realize we cannot go 
on happily withfout inner peace, 
peace within. 

How can we find peace with- 
in, this inner peace we need to 
free us from being plagued by 
worries and fear? I believe in 
simple, easily applied techniques, 
and even in this short space I 
can outline a definite formula 
for getting mental peace. If you 
take this prescription and really 
use it, I am sure'you will find 
the spiritual security you seek.

| T is not difficult for me to 


First of all, practice emptying 
your mind. Do it at least twice 
a day, more if necessary. Take 
each item which worries you and 
say to yourself, “I now remove 
that from my mind; I now cast 
it out; I now empty and cleanse 
my mind.” As you do this, cre- 
ate a mental picture of yourself 
cleansing the whole interior of 
your mind, sweeping it clean 
and removing every vestige of 
the unhappy thoughts which dis- 
turb you. 

Next, you must realize that 
merely emptying your mind is 
not enough. When the mind is 
emptied, it is most receptive; it 
never remains a vacuum. So you 
must fill your mind with some- 
thing creative or else the old 
fears, hates and worries which 
you have cast out will come 
crowding back in again. Only 
new and healthy thoughts will 
be stronger and able to repulse 
them. Then your mind will be 
rested and peaceful and you 
will be able to clarify and solve 
your problems more easily. 

What are some of these crea- 
tive thoughts? 

Gene Tunney has a good sug- 
gestion to offer. When he was 
training for his bout with Jack 
Dempsey, he read each day the 
New York papers which pre- 
dicted that he would be easily 
defeated by Dempsey. One night 
he was awakened from sleep by 
what, he says, felt like an earth- 
quake. The bed in which he was 
sleeping seemed to be shaking. 
Soon he discovered that it was 
not the bed, it was he, himself. 
The newspaper stories had up- 
set him so much that he was 
shaking with fear about the 
results of the fight. A deeply 
religious man, Tunney deter- 
mined to empty his mind of 
fears and fill it with faith and 
confidence. “I decided,” he says, 
“to build a wall around my 


mind, through which fear could 
not enter.” 

Build a wall around your mind 
through which fear, worry, hate, 
resentment cannot enter. Then, 
inside that wall, inside your 
mind, build up peace-producing 
thoughts. Allow pictures to form 
in your mind of the most peace- 
ful scenes you have witnessed: 
some beautiful country valley 
seen from a hilltop, the light 
of the moon upon rippling sil- 


very waters, the sea washing up ° 


gently upon the white sand. Say 
peaceful words to yourself over 
and over. Words have the pow- 
er of suggestion and the right 
words can be healing in their 
touch. John Masefield, the poet, 
said that it was his custom 
every evening to practice the 
getting of tranquility. Say this 
word, “tranquility,” to yourself: 
say it over and savor it. Another 
such word is “serenity.” These 
words can build a picture of 
peace for you. 


Sentences and quotations can 
have a marvelous therapeutic 
effect. Say a favorite to your- 
self several times a day; it will 
have a healing effect. I like to 
recommend, “Come unto Me, 
all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.” 
And, “Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace, whose mind is 
Stayed on Thee.” 


Go to church or synagogue 
this weekend. Join in the sing- 
ing and in the fellowship. Yield 
yourself to God’s peace. 

Do these things and peace will 
grow within you until it pre- 
vades your mind, your goul and 
your entire being.
